' Although he is convinced that 
‘he has discovered bacteria in 
meteorites that have rained on us! 
'from ouler space, Professor Lip-; 
man, a leading American scien- 
list, makes short shrift of the 
hypothesis that the earth was 
colonized by primitive organisms 
from other worlds. The question 
of the origin of Hfe is not thus 
lanswered.

A half century ago 
life was a purely chemical mani- 
festation of matter.

‘PETERSEN WINS 
BIG FIGHT 


GERMAN BEATEN ON 
POINTS, 


FAULTS CHAMPION 
MUST. CORRECT. 


Jack Petersen, the British heavy- 

weight champion, continues his 
victorious progress, but his triumph 
at the Albert Hall over the German, 
Emest Guehring, was by no means 
the easy thing that had been pre- 
dicted for him, ; 
_ Up to the tenth round, indeed, 
it had been a very evenly contest- 
ed battle, with both the men show- 
ing well in turn, and Guchring ap- 
pearing to gain a certain as- 
cendancy by virtue’ of his better 
boxing. 

The eighth and ninth rounds 
had gone to Guehring, who "had 
been finding the way to Petersen's 
body with a powerful right. I 
thought Petersen had become 
puzzled by the long reach and 
smothering defence of his rival, 
and at this stage he seemed to 
sense that an extra effort was ne- 
cessary if he were to prevent the 
tide from turning against him. 

Early in the beginning of the 
tenth round, when he had deen 
doing some holding, for the first 
time in the fight, Petersen sudden- 
ly launched a fierce attack, Guehr- 
ing bowed helplessly before the 
onslaught, which was so awift and 


xu relentless that he could not re- 
tallate. 


RECKLESS ARDOUR 
The fight may-have been in the 
balance at the beginning of the 
round, but when the bell went at 


{ts close victory was assured for 
Petersen. 


Tt was all very magnificent, but’ 


it was not exactly the method that 
we like our champions to employ. 
Petersen's ardent | combativencss 
is spectacular, but he fs far too 
prodigal and reckless with hia 
punches. 


During this pulsating round, when 
Guehring was at the mercy of a 
well-judged feint, ‘combined with 
an accurately directed blow at a 
withdrawn defence, Petersen sim- 
ply rushed in, swinging his pun- 
ches to and fro like a wild man, 
and occasionally Jost his balance 
in a desperate attempt to finish the 
fight. 

Tt was undoubtedly Petersen's 
fight, but a good share of the hon- 
ours went to his rival. Guchring 
was loudly applauded at the close; 
he proved to be a cool, deliberate 
boxer, with unimpeachably clean 
methods of fighting and a con- 
siderable knowledge of the finer 
points of the art. His parrying 
was’ excellent, and with his long 
reach he employed a straight left 
effectively. 


WHEN GUEHRING SCORED 


Now and then Guehring took ad-- 


vantage of Petersen’s recklessness, 
for ‘when the British champion 
eame in wide open he would pull 
him -up short with a hard. right 
upper-cut. In. the matter of speed 
Petersen was certainly the faster 
man, and he was. always the more 
ready to attack. 


Guehring delivered sonie trouble- 
some blows to the body with the 
right, and in one round, when he 


waa cautioned for a rather riaky . 


punch he seemed bewildered. In 
such circumstances it would have 
been advisable to have engaged the 
assistance of the German's second, 
who spoke English. < 

It was, on the whole, a very in- 
teresting fight, with somo intense 
moments, although there was not a 
single knock-down. Petersen add- 
ed to his reputation as an enthu- 
siastic fighter with a tremendous 
will to win and surprisingly re- 
cuperalive powers. ‘There are still 
serfous loopholes in his defence, 
and he has yet to acquire that self- 
restraint and cool command of his 
resources when he has. his adver- 
sary apparently beaten. , ‘
